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introduction 


The statistics contained in this publication previously were published within the 
Report of the Minister of Education to the Legislative Assembly of Ontario, This 
present publication contains 66 statistical tables, which are grouped under seven 
sections. The first section presents a general introduction to the detailed tabulations 
that follow. The remaining sections deal with statistics concerning teachers, students, 
elementary and secondary schools, private schools, provincial schools, and the financ- 
ing of education and school board expenditures in Ontario. 


Section 1-SUMMARY 
This section provides an overall view of publicly supported education in Ontario. 


Schools 

In September 1973 there were 2,718 public schools and 1,320 Roman Catholic sep. 
arate schools in operation in Ontario; together they accounted for 4,038 elementary 
schools in the province, while the number of secondary schools in operation was 611 
Schools for the trainable retarded numbered 138; schools in a medical setting, situatec 
in hospitals, sanitoria, or other treatment centres, numbered 17. In addition, the 
Ministry of Education operated 16 provincial schools, so that the total number 0! 
Ontario schools in operation in 1973 was 4,820. 


School Boards 

As of September 30, 1973 there were 192 boards that operated schools. This figure 
represents a net total and excludes the duplication that occurs when boards operat 
two or more types of schools. Of the 180 boards that operated elementary and/o 
secondary schools, 119 boards operated only public schools, 78 of the 119 boards alst 
operated secondary schools, and 61 boards operated Roman Catholic separate schools 


Enrolment 

As of September 30, 1973, 1,422,885 students were enrolled in elementary schools.C 
these, 998,668 were enrolled in public schools and 424,217 in Roman Catholic sey 
arate schools. The number of students enrolled in elementary schools continued t 
decline: there were 22,216 fewer students enrolled in 1973 compared with 197, 
Secondary school enrolment for the same year totalled 585,725. Schools for th 
trainable retarded reported an enrolment of 6,442. Provincial schools accounted for @ 
enrolment of 2,705. Altogether, 2,018,276 students were enrolled in publicly sw 
ported schools. | 
Population and Enrolment | 
Enrolment figures for elementary and secondary schools in 1973 represented 25.3 p 

cent of the total population of Ontario. Age-group analysis shows that in that ye 

elementary school enrolment constituted 94.7 per cent of the population between t 

ages of 4 and 13 (inclusive) and secondary school enrolment, 76.2 per cent of t 

population between the ages of 14 and 18 (inclusive). 


Estimated Progress of Students 

Using 1969 Grade 9 enrolment figures as a basis and assuming that students progress 
in school at the normal rate, 34 per cent of the students who entered secondary sch¢ 
in 1969 were enrolled in grade 13 in 1973, compared with 36 per cent in 1972, 
similar change was noted in grade 12 enrolment: 72 per cent of the students initia 


irolled in grade 9 were in grade 12 in 1971, and 69 per cent in 1972. The number of 


condary school students remaining in school until the diploma year(s) is continuing 
decrease.

lis section provides information regarding the 56,630 elementary school teachers and 


',889 secondary school teachers who were employed during the school year 1972-73 
d reviews their qualifications. 


ithdrawals and Acquisitions 
‘ble 2.11 illustrates the reasons for which teachers left their teaching positions and 


2 areas from which new teachers were drawn. There were 1,360 fewer teachers 
iployed in public elementary schools in 1973 compared with 1972. The number of 
ichers employed in Roman Catholic separate schools remained fairly constant since 
72. The number of secondary school teachers in 1973 totalled 33,889; this figure 
resents a reduction of 660 teachers since 1972. A total of 2,833 elementary 
ichers, the largest number to withdraw, left the profession to “resume household 
ties”; 581 secondary school teachers left for the same reason. The number of ele- 
ntary school teachers who retired was 1,101; the number of secondary school 
chers, 416. Those who left the teaching profession for new areas of employment 
1 for “other” reasons numbered 1,344 at the elementary school level and 958 at the 
ondary school level. Altogether 7,569 elementary school teachers and 2.960 
ondary school teachers withdrew from the teaching profession. 

The largest number of elementary and secondary school teachers came from teacher 
ication institutions. The number of graduates from teacher education programs who 
te hired at the elementary school level was 2,622; at the secondary school level, 
(52. Qualified teachers re-entering the profession totalled 1,213 in the elementary 
ools and 341 in the secondary schools. Former part-time teachers who took on 
time teaching numbered 631 at the elementary school level and 123 at the 
ondary school level. 

The number of teachers who withdrew their services during the school year 


72-73 was greater then the number hired: in other words, the number of teachers 
reased.

lifications of Full-Time Teachers 

Bs classified as Standard 4 comprised 30.1 per cent of the total number of 
inentary school teachers: the second-largest category —28.1 per cent—was made up 
those classified as Standard 2; while Standard 1 teachers accounted for 23.4 per 
t of the total. At the secondary school level, teachers with permanent certificates 
ibered 33,083 (nearly 97.7 per cent), whereas those with temporary certificates 
rbered 806 (2.3 per cent). 

Pables 2.31 and 2.32 illustrate the number of teachers enrolled in the various 
2ges in Ontario. Other statistics such as the number of teachers enrolled in summer 
‘ses and the number of certificates issued during the school year 1972-73 are shown 
ther tables contained in this section. 


ion 3—STUDENTS 

section contains 19 of the 66 statistical tables to be found in this publication and 
ides the following information: enrolment figures for students from within the 
‘ince and for students from other provinces or countries; statistics classifying 
ents according to school and grade; age and sex: region and school board; classifi- 
om of students according to their level of instruction: by grade for French-speaking 


students and by division for English-speaking students; enrolment figures for students 
attending summer schools; classification of students according to school certificates or 
diplomas earned, secondary school subjects studied for diploma purposes, and honou 
graduation results. Two tables are devoted specifically to the number of children unde 
18 years of age who have emigrated to Canada and to Ontario. 


Admissions from Outside Ontario 

Statistics for 1973 show that a total of 38,455 students from outside Ontario wer 
admitted to schools in this province. As many as 6,326 came from Quebec, 4,100 fro 
the United States, and 3,499 from the United Kingdom. About 45 per cent of thes 
students came from other provinces within Canada. 


Graduation Diplomas 
The number of Secondary School Graduation Diplomas awarded in 1973 was 91,705 
compared with 90,335 in 1972. The number of Secondary School Honour Graduatio 
Diplomas awarded in 1973 was also higher: 42,238 in 1973, compared with 41,700 i 


1972. 


French-speaking Students 
In 1973, 2,103 French-speaking students were enrolled in 9 public schools and 80,5 


in 290 Roman Catholic separate schools. The number of French-speaking studen 
enrolled in secondary schools increased from 29,883 in 1972 to 30,243 in 1973. 


Section 4-ELEMENTARY AND SECONDARY SCHOOLS 
This section includes detailed tabulations according to the type of board, the coun 
or district, the educational region, the number of teachers employed, the enrolme 
interval, and the number of teaching areas. 

A total of 125 school boards (76 boards of education and 49 Roman Catho 
separate school boards) provided elementary and/or secondary school education to 
but 13,117 of the 2,008,610 students attending school in September 1973. Most 
these 13,117 students, many of whom were from remote areas, were enrolled in 
schools operated by 55 boards of various types. 

It would appear that the consolidation of schools is continuing. There were 4,6 
elementary and secondary schools in 1973, compared with 4,733 schools in 1972. 
comparison of 1973 statistics with those of the previous year reveals that the num 
of elementary schools with fewer than 100 students dropped from 332 in 1972 to 2 
in 1973—a reduction of 62. The median figure for elementary school enrolment fa 
within the range of 300 to 340 students. The median secondary school enrolme 
figure is 900 to 999 students. The median elementary school has 12 teaching areas; 
median secondary school, 46 teaching areas. 


Section 5-PRIVATE SCHOOLS 
The number of students enrolled in private schools increased from 44,826 in 1972 
47,500 in 1973. There were 298 private schools in Ontario in 1973 compared 


282 in 1972. 


Section 6—PROVINCIAL SCHOOLS 

There are 16 provincial schools operated by the Ministry of Education, four of wh: 
are residential schools for the blind and deaf. The Ontario School for the Bli 
Brantford, reported an enrolment of 221 students. The Ontario School for the Dea 
Belleville had an enrolment of 405. The Ontario School for the Deaf in Milton and 
Regional Centre for the Hearing Handicapped in London reported enrolments of 4

2 average daily enrolment figures on which grants to school boards were based 
alled 977,596 for public schools in 1972, compared with 989,031 in 1971. The 
ee daily enrolment in Roman Catholic separate schools increased to 402,051 
ils from 400,467. For the first time, the average daily enrolment in secondary 
ols declined from 568,663 students in 1971 to 566,054 in 1972. Provincial 
emment grants to public school boards increased from $366 million in 1971 to 
‘5 million in 1972. Grants to Roman Catholic separate school boards increased 
$235 million in 1971 to $263 million in 1972. Secondary school boards received 
»8 million in 1972, compared with $411 million in 1971. The cost in dollars per 
lic school pupil increased from $766 in 1971 to $837 in 1972. For Roman 
olic separate school pupils, the increase was from $730 per pupil in 1971 to $797 
972. The cost per pupil for secondary schools increased from $1,303 in 1971 to 
24 in 1972. Provincial grants (expressed as a percentage of the net expenditures of 
ol boards) totalled 51.93 per cent for boards operating public schools, 83.48 per 
for boards operating Roman Catholic separate schools, and 58.24 per cent for 
ds operating secondary schools. For all boards operating elementary and secondary 
Dols the grants totalled 59.68 per cent.

> schools.) Publicly supported secondary school education is provided in secondary schools 
d by boards of education. Since many of the tables, like Table 1.00, include data from all 
above-mentioned types of schools, no attempt has been made to index every reference to 
Roman Catholic separate, elementary, or secondary. It was felt that the repetition of such 
es would make the index too cumbersome.

Grants and per-pupil cost of elementary and secondary education for the calendar year 1973 
Provincial government grants increased from $424.6 million in 1972 to $438.6 million in 19 
public schools; from $262.7 million to $278.7 million for Roman Catholic separate schoo} 
from $687.4 million to $717.2 million for elementary schools. For secondary schools th 
responding increase was from $467.8 million to $492.7 million. 


In the 1973 calendar year, provincial grants made to boards covered the following percente 
their net expenditures: 52.38% for public schools, 85.12% for Roman Catholic separate se 
and 61.59% for elementary schools. For secondary schools the corresponding figure was 5$ 
Thus, provincial grants covered 60.52% of the net expenditures of the province’s schools. 


In accordance with recent practice, provincial grants were indexed to average daily e 
figures. Between the 1972 and 1973 calendar years the average daily enrolment in publics 
declined by 17 892, from 977 596 to 959 704. For Roman Catholic separate schools the f 
for 1972 and 1973 were roughly the same: 402 051 and 402 258, respectively. In elemé 
schools, the average daily enrolment decreased by 17 685, from 1 379 647 to 1 361 96; 
secondary schools the enrolment increased by 4 952, from 566 054 to 571 006. 


The net day-school expenditure per pupil increased from $837 to $885 for public schools 
$797 to $857 for Roman Catholic separate schools; and from $826 to $877 for elemi 
schools. For secondary schools it increased from $1 424 to $1 479. Provincial grants per pu) 
public, Roman Catholic separate, and elementary schools increased from $434 to $457, from 
to $693, and from $498 to $527 respectively. At the secondary school level the grants pet 


increased from $826 to $863. 


Section 2—Educational indicators 
This section indicates the educational attainment of the Ontario population. 


Tables 2.00 and 2.10 record the progress of students from Years 1 to 8 and 9 to 13 
publicly supported and private schools from 1971 to 1974. As shown in the tables, there 
147 356 students enrolled in Grade 9 (public and private) in 1969; 137 468 were enrolled in) 
10 in 1970; 124 810 were enrolled in Grade 11 in 1971; 107 540 in Grade 12 in 1972; and § 
in Grade 13 in 1973. Ultimately, 40 710 students qualified for Honour Graduation diplor 
1974. | 


Table 2.20 records the 1971 census figures regarding the highest level of education attain 
Ontario residents aged 25 and over. The percentage distribution of the population into differe 
groups clearly indicates the following: 


i) the higher the age group, the greater the percentage of people who have no more 
elementary-level schooling; 


ii) the lower the age group, the higher the percentage of people who completed a secondary | 
or university education. 


These trends show that the 25-34 age group has attained a higher educational level than 
age groups. 


Section 3—Demographics 


This section provides some demographic data relevant to Ontario education. The data indieg 
influences of births, migration, and immigration on school enrolment in Ontario. 


Births, population and enrolment 
One striking example of the influence of births on enrolment is provided in Table 3.30 at 
graph accompanying it. The number of live births less infant deaths is highly correlated with) 
one enrolment figures six years later, giving a product moment correlation of 0.9961. Tab! 
provides some vital statistics for Ontario for 1957-1973. Table 3.05 indicates elementary 
enrolment figures for the 4-13 age group and secondary school enrolment figures for the 14-

As of September 30, 1974 there were 39 748 teachers in public schools, 16 930 teachers in] 
Catholic separate schools, and 34 231 teachers in secondary schools.

The public school enrolment decreased by 15 920 to 961 625. The Roman Catholic separ 
school enrolment rose by 559 to 427 853. 


The elementary enrolment peaked in 1970 with a total of 1 465 488. Since then it has be 
decreasing. The major reason for this reduction in enrolment is the decline in births that t 
the mid-sixties. The two years that saw increases in births — 1969 and 1970 — are just no 
their impact, but these increases are not sufficient to reverse the downward trend. 


Secondary enrolment in 1975 was 605 160, a dramatic increase of 15 510 over the previc 
enrolment. Such an increase has not been observed since 1971 when the enrolment increa 
17 607.

An examination of the age distribution of the increase in secondary enrolment (Table 4.3 
and 1974) shows that the largest gains occurred in the 14-18 age group. The number of 1 
and 20-year-olds actually decreased. 


The changes from 1974 to 1975 in the tables dealing with French are interesting. Elemer 
enrolment in French language schools (Table 4.50) has declined by 2 758 from 80 182 in 
17 424 in 1975. However, enrolment of English speaking elementary students in French 
rose by 38 467 from 613 142 in 1974 to 651 609 in 1975 (Table 4.52). When one turns 
ary enrolment both language groups have shown increases (Table 4.51 and 4.53). 


Turning to student dropouts and re-entrants in secondary schools (Tables 4.92 to 4.95), 
65 223 dropouts and 12 776 re-entrants from September 1, 1974 to September 30, 197!

It should be noted that a smaller number of teachers withdrew from the publicly supported s 
system in 1976 than in 1975. The number of teacher withdrawals for elementary schools deen 
from 7141 in 1975 to 6697 in 1976 (a difference of 444), while the decrease for secondary sche 
from 2555 in 1975 to 2325 in 1976 (a difference of 230). On the other hand, fewer teachers we 
recruited in both elementary and secondary schools. The number of teachers acquired by ele 
schools was 2293 fewer in 1976 than in 1975, while secondary schools recruited 299 fewer tea

Fewer graduates from Ontario teacher education programs entered the teaching profession if 
and the number of qualified teachers re-entering the profession decreased by 687 in elementé 
schools and by 103 in secondary schools.
